Be it enacted oy the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section one of the act for the es- . „,.
. i i. i IT i «.• & t_t Amcnustaohshznent and better reguJation of the. common Mt
schools in the city of Stillwater, be so amended as to
read: That the city of Stillwater is hereby declared
to be a school district and body corporate by the
name and style of " Stillwater city school district, ia
the county of Washington,'1 and by such name may
contract and be contracted with, sue and bo sued in
any of the courts of this state having competent juris-
diction, and in its corporate name shall hold the title of
lands and other property now held, or which may
hereafter be acquired for school district purposes in
sucli district, and the president of said board of edu-
cation may execute deeds of conveyance and acknowl-
edge the same in the ordinary form, and do all other
things necessary to convey title to such lands as the
said board of education shall determine to sell.

• SEC. 2. Tliis act shall take eflect and be in force,
from and after its passage.
